PARIS BANK RUNNERS. 



H o* h«Ui ud Draft. Are Collected la 
the French Metro polls. 

Cel-lain employes of the Bank of 
France wear a gray lively that Is 
well known in every part of the city. 
J refer to those who are intrusted 
with the work of presenting and col- 
lecting notes and checks. They carry 
a leather wallet, fastened to the body 
by a stoat steel chain, that is pretty 
sure to be filled often with a very 
large snm of specie, and occasionly 
they are called on to defend this wal- 
let at the risk of their lives, as was 
the case of a “habit gris” who was 
attacked and stabbed in the neck the 
other day in a house on Rue Tique- 
tonne, where he had gone to collect a 
note, or draft, or something of that 
sort. Some days in the month these 
.“garcons de reoettes” have to be 
more than usually active, as for in- 
stance on the 1st and 15 th, when there 
is always a deal of paper falling due, 
and besides those there are fonr or six 
other “jours d'echeanoc." It is not 
at all nnusual for a runner to have 
one hundred and fifty such notes to 
present in a single day and as in 
most cases he has to go np several 
flights of stairs to do this, he has plen- 
ty of hard work by three 

o’clock at which hour he must 
be back at the bank to 

receive those whom not finding at 
home he has notified by means of a 
slip tlmf he holds a note for collection 
which mast be paid lhat day or it will 
go to protest At the bank each 
“jrarcon de recelte" lias an office, a 
sort of an iron cage, just larg o enough 
to hold him and an assistant These 
“bureaux” are in a largo room called 
the gnierie, and to which no one is ad- 
mitted who can not show a “ficho,” 
as the slips are called. Each •'habit 
gris” has a district of the city assigned 
to him. and unless there be some 
special reason be never changes it 
.The salary he rccei ves is small, and 
allhough be gives no security it is a 
rule with the bank not to appoint any 
one to the position who is not able to 
show that he possesses some private 
means of his own. He is held respon- 
sible for all mistakes made, and if his 
cash does not balance at the end of 
•the day he must make the deficiency 
good. If unable to do this himself 
there is a fund or deposit at the bank 
formed by contributions made by all 
the collectors on which he can draw, 
and it is but due to the corporation to 
add such a thing ns the bank losing 
any thing through the dishonest act 
of one of tiles? habits is as yet un- 
known in the history of the insti' 
lion. — X. ft Picayune.

There are also prjlty pokes with a 
wreath of small flowers across the 
front of ihe crown and high perkel-up 
loops and ends at the back. The now 
sailor hats for misses and also for 
young ladies have a narrow stiff brim 
aud large crown four inches high; 
they are of white English straw 
trimmed with a single great bow at 
the back or on the left side, and dark 
velvet facing inside the brim. Two 
colors of ribbon may be in the bow.

.watered ribbon. Galloon of tapestry 
colors is used for a band around the 
crown, though many bats have no 
band whatever.

ONION CULTURE. 



Om of th. Most Profitable rield Crops, II 
Property Cultivated. 

The writer hns had thirty-five years' 
experience with the onion as a field 
crop and has not been ablo to dis- 
cover any change in thoeo fundamental 
principles which are indispensable to 
its growth and perfect maturity, ll 
requires a fine, firm texture of soil, 
drainage, rain-fall (or irrigation) at 
suitable intervals, and if the soil has 
been exhausted of its fertility by re- 
peated croppings it will refnse to yield 
a harvest even in these modern times, 
because the onion has nothing in itself 
to make a crop of. In the matter of 
rotation we have increasing evidence 
thaL with proper tillage and fertiliza- 
tion, onions may be grown upon the 
same field for a long term of years, 
with reasonable prosp?ct of success. 
But methods and systems have 
changed. It was formerly said that 
the man skilled with the hand- 
hoe who would start early and work 
hard and long would bs sure to suc- 
ceed with this crop While the hard 
work has not been eliminated, some- 
thing more is required now. Naw and 
improved implements have been in- 
troduced, whereby labor has been very 
mach abridg «d. Chemical fertilizers 
are more generally used. The de- 
mands of the market arc constantly 
changing, and there is competition on 
every side. The successful onion 
grower of the present time must be 
not only a willing worker, skilled in 
the use of improved implements, but 
he most be a well-read, carefnl ob- 
server, and able to direct every opera- 
tion with a well-educated judgment 

The soil upon which our onion crop 
has been grown is alluvial, heavy 
loam, but easily cultivated, nearly 
level and absolutely froe from stones. 
The recent practice has been to plow 
in autumn, nf er applying a half- 
dressing of farm-yard manure, to be 
supplemented wilh chemical fertil- 
izers the ensuing season. In early 
spring we apply to each acre two 
hundred pounds of high-grade sul- 
phate of potash, an equal amount of 
plain superphosphate, and one hun- 
dred pounds sulphate of ammonia; 
harrow, drag and hand-rukc until the 
gronnd is very fine, firm and free 
from all rubbish that would obstruct 
the seed-sower or push-hoc. We sow 
four pounds per acre of yellow Globe 
Danvers onion seed, in drills fifteen 
inches apart. The demands of the 
market must, however, regulate to 
some extent the variety and amount 
of seed used. The after culture con- 
sists in keeping the crop free from 
weeds, and thorough but shallow cul- 
tivation oft repeated nutil the crop is 
nearly grown. We usually apply one 
hotel red |>oumls nitrate of soda broad- 
cast early in Jnly. and if the crop 
seems to require iL repeat the dress- 
ing after an interval of a week or ten 
days. During the last half of Septeni- 
tier the crop is ready to harvest, when 
we pnll the onions and allow them to 
remain on the ground to dry. four or 
five days before aud perhaps as long 
after removing the tops. Then, if the 
weather has liecn favorable, they are 
in fine condition to storo or send lo 
market We invariably prefer the 
latter, because it gives more lime to 
attend to other farm work, which al- 
ways crowds at that season of the 
year, and also saves cost of storage 
and re-storing, though others prefer 
another course. 

Our loss from snm*, Wight or mag- 
gots has bce-i quite small, and we re- 
gard the crop as reasonably sure. 
Still, there is an occasional shortage 
which amounts to twenty, thirty and 
sometimes even fifty per cent, of the 
crop It comes alike on the well- 
caml-for and the neglected fields in 
the locality, and sometimes over a 
wide ex eut of country. This result 
occurs, perhaps, not more frequently 
than once lu a decade of years, and 
we have not been able to trace it to 
any well-defined cause . — American 
Agriculturist 



MIDSUMMER STYLES. 



Sheer Woolen Good# for Afternoon Drease* 
— White Uuvui him! l‘ara*oU. 

The sheer woolen goods imported 
for summer afternoon dress, are French 
buntings and ganzes of various kinds. 
These arc finished with fancy selvedge, 
showing in solid costume, and in con- 
nection in some cases with fancy sil ks 
of iridescent sheen. A pretty pale- 
blue bunting was recently imported in 
which the selvedge was open in the 
pattern of a friugc, but bound at the 
ends wilh the ttsnnl narrow, corded 
selvedge of goo Is. The gown was 
draped elaborately and caught np 
with long looped bows and ends of 
black moire ribbons. Ihe basqne was 
draped in shawl fashion across the 
fn n\ showing the o|>en selvedge of 
the goods. Another gown of cream- 
white grenadiue was made over a 
shirt of Cashmere lace, draped on 
copper silk anil looped up with bows 
of mo«s- green velvet. 

White gowns for snnuner. made of 
point d’ esprit net, of Valenciennes 
ami simple muslins, show little change. 
L mg-looped lews choux and garlands 
of ribbon are profusely used for garni- 
ture; and girdles of ribbon falling 
over the front of the gown in long 
loops and ends are the rule. Point d’ 
esprit gowns are usually made over 
white surah. The draperies off these 
dresses arc arranged nearly to cover 
the plaited skirts, and arc then caught 
np at intervals with long bows of pale 
pink, green or yellow gros-grain moire 
or satin. The basques of lace arc 
draped over the lining, and the sleeves 
arc u snail}- quite full and held in the 
center to the arm in fine plaits, leav- 
ing a puff at the top and bottom. Sonic 
of the white muslin dresses are made 
entirely of all-over embroidery, with a 
plain 6kirU finished on the edge with 
a simple hem, and without drapery. 
1 h s basque of all-over embroidery is 
then made with a fine vest of tucking, 
and finished with long bows and a 
girdle, and hangingend of white satin 
ribbon. Gowns of dotted muslin, in 
large coin dots, are made with plain 
muslin fan-fronts, hemmed and fin- 
ished with a group of tucks at the 
biltom. Double pannels of dotted 
muslin ornament the sides, and the 
back breadths hang in full, straight 
breadths. The plain basques arc often 
finished at the back with a shawl col- 
lar of dotted muslin, and a dotted 
vest, and arc profusely trimmed with 
garlands and bowg of pale-yellow, 
rose, or pale-green ribbon. 

There is little change to chronicle in 
the size and shape of parasols. Change- 
able silks iu fine stripes and shaded 
silk are among th<^ most elegant ma- 
terials for covers. D inters predic 
that immense numbers of black lace 
parasols will bo used this summer. 
These are medium in s'z\ and are 
shown in Chantilly, Escurial and 
hand-run Spanish laces. Faucy silk 
pnrasols are shown in G ibuliu bine, in 
dark-green mahogany, gray and all 
the stylish cloth colors of tho season. 
Fow parasols are lined otits : de the 
ribs. Long handles are the rule. The 
handsomest handles are carved wood, 
anil of chased or etched silver. Some 
new handles are quite straight, with- 
out crook or curve! others are in 
cornucopia shape at the end. Carved 
ebony sticks and sticks of malacca, 
inoiinlcl with silver, are shown on 
handsome I see or fancy silk parasols.

MODERN GREEK WOMEN. 



Their Most Prominent Virtues and Mott 
Striking Faults. 

The Greek women of the upper class 
aro generally clever, well-bred, well- 
informed. and might rival in accom- 
plishments, culture and conversation- 
al powers their sisters of the West 
And the Greek ladies of the “Phanar” 
at Constantinople have for centuries 
been renowned for their ability and 
acquire merits. 

The. advantages of education are, 
however, by no means restricted to 
the upper class, for not only in towns, 
but in almost every village where 
there is a Greek community, schools 
have been founded in which the in- 
struction given to girls ranges from 
the simplest elementary lessons to an- 
cient Greek psychology and mathemat- 
ics. Here the children of rich and 
poor sit side by side in the same class, 
a practice which, I am assured, tends 
rather to elevate the tone of the chil- 
dren of the people than to deteriorate 
the manners of the better bred. 

The most striking faults in the 
Greek woman’s character are her 
vanity, fondness for dress and dis- 
play, and jealousy of the better cir- 
cumstances of her neighbors. The 
spirit of ambitious rivalry is often 
carried to such excess that the real 
comforts of home life are sacrificed 
to it; and many live poorly and dress 
meanly at home, in order to display a 
a well-furnished drawing-room and 
expensive holiday toilets to the pub- 
lic. They are, however, very domes- 
tic, make devoted wives, and fond, 
if not always judicious, mothers. 

Family affection is perhaps, the 
noblest characteristic of the Greek 
character. Nowhere else, I think, 
doei one see fraternal love so strong- 
ly developed, nor the women of the 
family so tenderly cared for. Shonld 
the father die the brothers lake his 
place, and so long as a sister of mar- 
riageable age remains nnportioned 
and unwed they will not think of tak- 
ing a wife themselves. 

Though the Greek women in the 
towns have almost entirely discarded 
their picturesque national costumes, 
they are still worn in the country. In 
some districts these costumes bear a 
great resemblance to those of the 
Bulgarians, though without their 
gaudincss of color; in others they con- 
sist generally of a skirt of brightly- 
striped stuff, and an embroidered cloth 
j uket, while for out-of-door wear a 
fnr-lined pelisse is added. The hair is 
braided into numerous trusses, and 
surmounted by a small red cap deco- 
rated with gold anil silver coins 
similar to those .worn as a necklace. 

A Greek peasan t girl takes an active 
part in household duties, and helps to 
spin, card, wind and weave or knit 
the wool, flax and silk used for the 
garments of the family. She 
leads her father's flock to past- 
ure, and nndcr the title Voskopoula 
steals the hearts of shepherd swains 
and is by them immortalized in rustic 
song. O i Sundays and feast days she 
rests from her toil, and with her com- 
panions dances the antique syrto, or 
long-drawn dance on the village 
green. 

If there is more than one daughter 
in a peasant's family she is sent out to 
service in some ncighbiring town. 
Very frequently, if the girl is well con- 
ducted, and especially should she hap- 
pen to be an orphan, she is adopted as 
a member of the family into which 
she entered as a psychpaida, or “soul 
child.” In that case, if still young, 
she is sent to school for a year or two, 
is clothed and cared for. She receives 
no wages, but when she arrives at the 
ago of twenty »fivo or six she is dower- 
ed and married from the honse of her 
adoption. — Woman's World.

The subject of coins and coin col- 
lections during the past few months in 
this city has assumisl ail unprecedent- 
ed degree of interest. To whatever 
cause this is due. it is certain that ail 
desirable coins, the number of which 
is very limited, are rapidly finding 
their way into the possession of col- 
lectors, who, in the United States, are 
numbered by the thousands. The 
scarcity of these coins, and the large 
number of those eager to possess 
them, render the difficulty of their 
possession very great. These facts 
also conspire to enhance their value 
in an ever-increasing rate every year. 
For instance, an 1804 dollar, which a 
few years ago commanded from $100 
to $500, would now readily bring from 
$500 to 81,000, and a dollar of this 
date which is to be sold this month 
will doubtless bring $l.500i United 
States coins, commanding a higher 
price than those of any other 
nation, will never recede in value. 
A zealous collector of this city, at 
a single purchase recently, became 
the happy possessor of four United 
States coins, paying therefor prices 
that to the uninitiated would be re- 
garded as unreasonable. Still they 
were very desirable coins, and would 
adorn the collection of any one. Dur- 
ing the past year there were not one- 
half as many coin sales as during the 
preceding year, a circumstance that 
shows fine coins are becoming scarce. 
Therefore those designing to improve 
their present series should seize every 
possible opportunity oj procuring de- 
sirable coins of every denomination 
anddate, and, it judiciously purchased, 
nothing can be lost; they will never 
depreciate in value. A complete series 
of United States coins of all denomi- 
nations “in proof," “uncirculated,” 
or even in “very fine condition,” of 
which there are not more than ten or 
twelve extant, wonld be an object of 
groat beanty and a perpetual source 
of enjoyment to the eye of the appre- 
ciative beholder. Should such a col- 
lection be offered for sale it would not 
fail lo attract tho attention of the 
numismatic world, and, in conso- 
quencc. would realize to the owner a 
large advance over the original cost of 
purchase. — St LouU Globe- Democrat.
